TOPHAM, an Englishman, born in 1710, 


was possessed of astonishing strength. 
His armpits, hollow in the case of ordin- 
ary men, were with him toll of muscles 
and tendons. He would take a bar of 
iron, with its two ends held in his hand, 
place the middle of the bar behind his 
neck, and bend the extremities by main 
force until they met together. 


ONE of the most carious railroads in 


the world is a ten-inch gauge road run- 
ning from North BUlerica, Mass., to 
Bedford. It was first hooted at by the 
people, bnt was completed, making a 
length of about eight and a half mflea. 
There are eleven bridges, The rail* 
weigh twenty-five pounds to the yard. 
One grade is 155 feet. The cars and en- 
gines are constructed so as to be very 
near the ground, giving them greater 
safety. The cars have an aisle with one 
seat on each aide, in the same manner 
as ordinary cars have two neat*. The 
cars weigh but four and a half tons, or- 
dinary cars weighing on an average 
eighteen tons. Trains run at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour with perfect 
safety. The engine is placed behind 
the tender, giving it greater adhesion 
to the track. They weigh eight tons, 
and draw two passenger and two freight 
cars. The cost oi the road waa about 
?4,500 per mile. 


IN Colorado is a ten-acre field, which 


is no more nor less than a subterranean 
lake covered with soil about eighteen 
inches deep. On the soil is cultivated 
a field of com, which produces thirty 
bushels to the acre. If any one will take 
the trouble to dig a hole the depth of a 
spade handle, he will find it to nil with 
water, and by using a hook and line fish 
four or five inches long may be caught. 
The fish haveneitherscalesnoreyes,and 
are perch-like in shape. The ground is 
a black marl in nature, and in all proba- 
bility WAS at one time an open body of 
water, on which accumulated vegetable 
matter, which has been increased from 
time to time, until now it has a crust 
sufficiently strong and rich to produce 
fine corn, although it has to be cul- 
tivated by hand, as it is not strong 
enough to bear the weight of a horse. 
While harvesting, the hands catch great 
strings of fish by making a hole through 
the earth. A person rising on Ilia heel 
and coming down suddenly, can see the 
growing corn shake all around him. Any 
one having sufficient strength to drive a 
rail through the crust wiu find, on re- 
leasing it, that it will disappear alto- 
gether. 


Tattooing Confined Criminals. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Tri- 


bune proposes that confined burglars, 
highwaymen, thieves and rogues for a 
first offense should be imprisoned for a 
short time and tatooed, say, on the fore- 
arm 
For the second offense of the 


same kind let him undergo longer im- 
orisonment and be tattooed on the hand. 
For the third offense longer or life im- 
prisonment and be tattooed on the cheek 
or the exposed part of the neck. This 
would be the brand of Cain. Recording 
these tattoo-marks would facilitate the 
identification of criminals, as the body- 
marks cannot be erased except by surgi- 
cal operation at the expense of a perma- 
nent scar. The fear of tattooing would 
act as a powerful deterrent to those 
about to commit crimes, and also take 
away the motive to escape from those 
who had merited and received the third 
penalty or open tattoo and were sen- 
tenced to long periods of imprisonment 


Capturing TUld Hones. 


A large mob of wild horses is descried 


coming toward the riders over a distant 
raw. As they draw near and see them- 
selves headed by mounted men, they 
wheel sharply on one side, and, with 
manes and tails streaming in the wind, 
and their flanks shining -with moisture, 
they gallop off in another direction, bnt 
only to find enemies wherever they turn. 
At last, in desperation, 
they make 


straight for the widest gap they see in 
the circle. The two men between whom 
they hope to escape leap off their hack 
horses, which they quickly hobble and 
leave loose, and, mounting barebacked 
on the spare one, wait for the right mo- 
ment for closing in on the flying and al- 
ready distressed baguales as they make 
their final rush. If they do so too soon, 
of coarse the mob swerves to one side, 
and passes behind the hunter; bnt, if 
they manage well, the two simultaneously 
close io on the drove, boleadoras in hand, 
ready to cast; and at the moment the 
horses pass each stogies out a good look- 
ing colt, whirls the balls round his head, 
and, letting fly, entangles them round 
both hind legs so effectually that the vic- 
tim, after struggling onward some fifty 
yards is obliged to submit, and falls 
heavily over. After the first cast the 
hunter presses on close to the heels of 
the escaping mob, and, loosening his 
second pair from round his waist, of te» 
secures another colt. Then he dismounts, 
and, after tying the prostrate animal s 
fore hoofs close together with some of 
the many rawhide thongs about his per- 
son or his horse, he leaves it, struggling 
but secure, and resumes his place in the 
circle as before, in case there is more 
game still within it. And here let me 
give abrief description of the boleadoras, 
for it is these that are chiefly used— and 
not the lasso, as is commonly supposed- 
tor catching the wild horses of the 
Parupa. Three double-twisted thongs of 
raw horse-hide, each about three feet six 
inches long, are softened by rubbing and 
working them in the hands, and when in 
apUant state, are tied together at one end. 
At the other end of one is fastened a 


It requires no guns loaded with wind and 


puff balls to convey the fact to the people 
of Decatur and 25 to 50 miles around, that 


e oer e 
stone ball, covered with hide, and shaped 
so as to fit the grasp of the hands; and to 
the other two ends are bound wooden 
balls (of the size of a small croquet one), 
also cased in hide. Grasping firmly the 
stone one, the hunter whirls the others 
around his head, and, when the right 
moment has arrived, he lets go (as a boy 
does half his sling), and the three bolls 
twist the thongs around whatever they 
are thrown at. But to resume. After 
all the baguales inclosed have escaped or 
been caught, we look after the ostriches, 
which have, as a rule, remained, hiding 
themselves about the middle of the cir- 
cle. Any who may have singly tried to 
run off previously have been allowed to 
do so; but if a troop should have made a 
rush (during the horse hunt), three or 
four of the men pursue and generally 
bog one apiece. Many others will drop 
into the low gross, hoping not to be seen, 
bntthecorredoresare too keen-sighted 
and experienced, and, galloping up and 
down, they beat the ground like spaniels, 
shouting and whistling, until the birds 
are flushed, one by one, and have to run 
for it. On these expeditions any deer 
and gnanacos (a species of Hama) are 
not hunted; only so when neither bagu- 
ales nor ostriches have been inclosed. — 
London Field.

A Fiendish Acosatlon. 


A shocking story comes from Stafford- 


shire. A stonemason of Bushton, in 
that county, named Isaae Brooks, in 
January, 1880, prosecuted two farmers, 
S. Clowes and H. Johnson, for assault- 
ing and mutilating him, and chiefly 
upon his evidence, backed by the fact of 
mutilation, they were found guilty, and 
sentenced by Mr. Justice Bowen to ten 
years' penal servitude. The trial lasted 
four hours, the court was convinced, and 
the sentence was not too heavy. It is 
now alleged, with every appearance of 
truth, that since the trial Brooks has 
wasted away. On Saturdav he died, 
leaving a full confession that the out- 
rage was self-inflicted, with the object 
of extorting a large sum of money from 
the accused or their friends. The un- 
happy victims of this miscarriage of 
justice had borne good characters, and 
their families have, in consequence of 
the conviction, fallen into pauperism. 
So strong is the feeling in Rushton that 
it was hard to find men who, even for 
money, would carry Brooks to the grave. 
If the facts are as reported, the men 
will, of course be pardoned, and we 
trust as fully compensated as is now 
possible. Brooks' crime, though uncom- 
mon here, where villians dislike suffer- 
ing, is so common in India that Judges, 
on any report of outrage, first of all 
suspect self-infliction.—London Specta- 
tor.

"Bnt," one of the largest 
Kew York dealers said, "we don't 
want any more of this work than we 
lave now, and I think I would be 
willing to give it up altogether bnt 
lor the consideration that customers 
who come to as for this service will 


likely some day to become pur- 


chasers, and so make us even. 
It 


nves us a good deal of trouble. Wo- 
nen hardly ever send boxes with the 
tars, or, if they do, the boxes are bro- 
ten and useless. So we have to sup - 
ply new boxes, costing 60 cents each. 
Then the furs have to be cleaned, 
aired and beaten every week or two, 
repacked, and insured. It is expect- 
ed also tbat we should take care of 
the most troublesome things. One 
woman brings us a velvet dress, trim- 
med with feathers, to be kept free 
from creases and moths during the 
season. Another insi sts on our keep - 
ing her horse blankets, and we have 
even had them send us rugs and car- 
pets. 


"The only way to keep furs safely 


is to clean them thoroughly before 
putting them away, then to put them 
in very close boxes, and every week, 
in the case of delicate furs, or two 
weeks with the hardiest, to take 
them out, shake and beat them well, 
air them thoroughly and replace 
them in the boxes. 
Nothing can be 


put in the boxes with them which 
will enhance their safety without do- 
ing them injury. Camphor,in which 
many persons have such confidence, 
is injurious to the furs of sable.rmnk 
and others, even, to some of the col- 
ored ones, and its unpleasant odor 
clings to furs much longer than to 
clothing. There is a tar paper, pre- 
pared for the purpose, which is said 
to keep moths away; and it is large- 
ly used in keeping clothing, but we 
cannot usa it even if it were certain 
to exclude moths, because it gives 
garments the disagreeable odor of 
tar, which would cling to them a long 
time. Tobacco and cedar chips are 
of little or no value, and we certainly 
would never trust them for safety. 
In fact, there is nothing on which we 
can rely confidently, except constant 
care in airing, beating and packing 
away. 


"Hatters, generally, at the close of 


their winter goods season, pack in 
pasteboard boxes, with paper tightly 
pasted over the cracks, all the fur 
caps, gloves, tippets, collars and such 
things they have left over, and say 
that the plans work satisfactorily. 
Perhaps it does, with such small ar- 
ticles as they handle, but it would be 
impracticable of application to the 
care of great silk and velvet circulars 
lined with fur, heavy fur cloaks and 
other goods of this most expensive 
ciass. They would be ruined by such 
keeping, even if the moths did not 
get at them, which they very proba- 
bly would. 
The keeping out of the 


creases is quite as important and as 
difficult as the keeping out of moths. 
Ladies sometimes get that idea of 
keeping their fnrs over the summer 
by sealing them up in air tight boxes 
and for a season or two they might 
do so successfully, as far as moths 
are concerned, but in the end it is 
sure to work them woe. One lady of 
my acquaintance, who had a $1500 
set of sables.said tome, 'Why should 
I pay you several dollars for keeping 
my fnrs, when I have got just as 
good a way myself, which will cost 
me nothing*' I said, 'Very well, 
there is no use for paying me for do- 
ing what you can do as well. She 
sealed her furs in air tight boxer. 
For two seasons the plan worked ad- 
mirably. At tho end of the third 
season when she took them out of the 
boxes, she brought them to me. The 
worms were actually dropping out of 
them by scores. Her fnrs were wholly 
mined. She doesn't practice that 
sort of economy any more. 


•'The prices for keeping furs vary 


greatly, according to their delicacy-'- 
for some are much more difficult to 
keep than others— ranging all the 
way from 2 per cent up to 4 per cent 
on their value. When the great 
troable incurred, the space required, 
the responsibility incurred, and the 
cost of insurance against fire are ta- 
ken into account, the charges are 
very low indeed— not enough to in- 
duce us to desire any extension of 
the business. 


A New York tailor has started, as 


a department of his business, the 
keeping of men's winter clothing dur- 
ing the summer. He began it last 
year, and met with such encourage- 
ment that he has increased his facili- 
ties fox this season. For keeping 
overeoate he charges 50cts. per 
month; coats, 35cts.; vesta, 20cta; 
trousers, 23tts., and guarantees that 
the moths shall not injure them. He 
is very recticent about his methods, 
seeking to impress the inquiring 
mind with the idea that he possesses 
a profound secret, the nearest he 
will come to a revelation thereof be- 
ing: 1 put dern in a partic'lar kind 
of boxes what I got, mit baper, nnt 
efery week I airs dem, und shakes 
dem ont. Dem moths don't go mit 
dot baper in a blace.' "
